Does Nature Scatter Her Frecloui Gem* 


Broadcast From Some "World In Spaco? 
Perfect Flint JustrunicritB Found In Dla- 
muiidiferous Soil. 


The following paragaph appears in a 


South African paper: "At the Primer 
mine a blast was put in about 18 feet from 
(hemirface and in the yellow ground some 
B feat below the limestone formation, 
which upon being exploded brought down 
among the displaced diamoudiferous noil 
a perfect and full sized ostrich egg. This 
wonderful discovery is apparently petri- 
fied and evidently hollow, and must have 
been imbedded in the ground for count- 
IUKH yearn, and without exception is the 
rmiiit extraordinary find yet made in the 
history of diamond mining." 


This i« certainly a very curious discov 


nry, but it docs not stand alone, for os- 
trich eggs more or less perfect have been 
found both at Do Beers and Colesberg 
Kopje in a fossilized condition. Large 
pieces of charred fossil wood have also 
been found from time to time, oneof which 
is described as n portion of a fossil tree 4 
feet in length and nearly 5 feet in circum- 
ference. 
This was found in Dutoitspan 


mine at a depth of 8 feet. 
At Kiinberley 


there was dug up part of a stem of a tree 
with a branch attached at u depth of 850 
feet from tho surface, and a still more sin- 
gular find was an ant's neHt quite perfect 
and undisturbed. 


Another very remarkable fact is that 


more than once u broken diamond Las 
been found, and at some distance from it 
the other portion, Ihe two parts uniting 
perffrtly. This was the case with the won- 
der tul black diamond, which forms u por- 
tion of tho collection of Mr. Streeter, the 
well known Bund street jeweler. Tho dia- 
mond referred to, which is «aid to be the 
largest bluuk diamond known, was found 
in South Africa three or four yrars ago. 
It was in the form of half a peddle and 
1ms been reduced by cutting from 109% 
carats to 60 carats weight, and Mr. Street- 
er has now secured the other half, which 
was found quite recently. 


All these discoveries seem to militate 


against tho generally received opinion as 
to the origin of these remarkable mines. 
As is pretty widely known, tha diamond 
mines of South Africa, situated chiefly in 
Griqualand West, consist of large depres- 
sions, filled with earth, varying in color 
from yellow to gray nnd blue, which is 
descirbed as u tough, dry mud of volcan- 
ic origin, sometimes hardened into rock. 
This mud, or blue, as it is technically call- 
ed, is inclosed in a basin of rock geolog- 
ically known as pipe, which is supposed 
to be a cruter of an extipct volcano, into 
which tho mud has been Injected from be- 
low. 
Tho four principal pipes or mines 


lia within a radius of a few miles and are 
known as Kiinberley, DeBcers, Dutoilspiin 
and Bultfontoin. 
The general features of 


all aro alike. In each the upper part of 
the soil is yellow, changing, at from 50 to 
100 fWit torm the B-urLOco to w bluo ground 
of greater density. Tho diamonds wore 
first discovered in the yellow earth, and 
when the miners had cleared that out they 
Imagined that they had come to the eud 
of the diumopds, but it was soon found 
that they were even more abundant in the 
blue ground, and since that time the mines 
have heeucarired down to COO and 800 feet 
without any diminution in the yield. On 
the contrary, the deeper the excavations 
are carried the better appears the output. 


The blue, when excavated, is carried up 


und spread on the ground where it lies 
1'or months, to be disintegrated by air and 
water and is then washed and picked over 
carefully by hand to find tho diamonds. 
Scattered through the blue earth are not 
only diamonds, but a great variety of crys- 
tals, agates, iron pyrites and other sub- 
stances, among wtiich Mr. A. A. Ander- 
son, 
the traveler, believes he found many 


well worked flint implements from differ- 
ent depths, and Mr. M. E. Barber as ear- 
ly as 1871 reported the discovery of many 
worn and perfect flint implements at Coles- 
berg Kopje, in diamondiferous soil from 
oonsiderubla depths, which, if confirmed, 
would add another to the many puzzlej 
connected with tho diamond mines, espe- 
cially if the volcanic theory is to be main- 
tained 
Mr. Anderson, however, looks 


upon the blue ground as occupying the 
bed of an ancient lake, and that the dia- 
monds, flint implements, fossil wood and 
other substances had been brought down 
by an ancient river, now represented by 
the Vaal, distant 12 miles or more, tha 
bed of which at various points and tha 
rocky banks on both sides are rich in dia- 
monds, the rock of the river bed being of 
the same nature as that which incloses 
the mines. Geologists generally incline to 
the volcuuic theory, but believe that the 
diamonds are of an earlier date than the 
upheaval of the mud containing them from 
an enormous depth. It seems very hard to 
imagine a volcanic eruption of mud con- 
taining all the curious tilings found in the 
diamond mines, and ebpecially the undis- 
turbed ant's nest. 


The great majority of South Africa dia- 


monds aro amorphous, cloudy, yellowish 
looking, soapy feeling masses, varying in 
gizo from a pin's head to a small pebble, 
but some are perfect octahedrons, white 
aud very brilliant. These are, of course, 


although these varieties occur in all the 
mines, yet the general characteristics of 
the gems, xvhether dull or brilliant, white 
or yellow, are sufficiently distinctive to en- 
able an el pert to say at a glance from 
which mine a diamond has come, the same 
holding good of Vaal river gems, and of 
those from Jagersfontein, in the Orange 
Free State. 


Here, then, is another pnrzle. 
Ho'w is 


it that gems soapparently similar, having 
presumably n common origin and embed- 
ded in the same matrix, have acquired va- 
rying chaiacteristits^ Dame Mature is an 
adept at hiding her secrets even from the 
prying eyes of scientists, for although the 
diamond mines of South Africa have been 
known and \\ orked Uu- more t imn 30 years 
scarcely anything has been added to our 
knowledge;of tliu gem itself. The ancients 
called it admn.'tnt, and we still reg.ird it 
as the hardest of all things, yet it is easi- 
ly smashed by a well directed blow, can 
be cut in flakes by the dishonest jeweler, 
and is often iouud so cracked and flawed 
as to crumble to pieces untouched. Nev- 
ertheless the splinters will pierce the hard- 
est rock, aud even when reduced to the 
finest powder will cut and poli&h all other 
gems.—Chambers' Journal.

While thus 
engaged one evening the door opened, and 
the colonel, a stern disciplinarian, entered 
the room, looked attentively at the invert- 
ed company, shook his head gravely and 
departed without uttering a word. Extra 
parade duty next morning was the least 
punishment expected for this breach of 
discipline. Some days passed, however, 
and no notice being taken, it was thought 
an apology and explanation should be of- 
fered by the prime instigator of these un- 
soldierlike movements. A reference being 
made to the memorable night, the colonel 
amazed the intending apologist by ex- 
claiming: 


"Hush, my dear fellow. I would not 


have anybody know it for the world. The 
fact is, I had been dining out with an old 
brother officer who had served with me 
in India, and, 'pon my life, I had no idea 
the wine, could hav« had such an effect 
upon me, but when I looked in to see if 
you were all right in your quarters I 
could have sworn that I saw you all up- 
side down!"—London Tit-Bits. 


All the World Over People Are Flocking 


From the Country to K«*nid« In Town*. 
One of the remarkable social features of 


i this era ia the large and constant move- 


ment of population from the country to 
the cities—a movement that tends to rural 
depopulation. 
It is not confined to uny 


country or any part of the earth, but i* 
most marked in the oldest and most thick 
ly populated countries of Europe. It is 
also a movement of considerable irnpor 
tance to this hemisphere, and iu the new 
«.st of all civilized countries, Australia. 
It is beat stated perhaps, as a dispropor 
tionate growth of towns, to the extent that 
iu the past 80 or 40 years there has been 
an actual diminution of the rural popula- 
tion in the greater portion of Europe HIK 
in many parts of this continent and AUN 
tralia. 


Perhaps this movement has been most 


marked in Great Britain and Ireland. The 
migration of population from the rural 
districts to towns was first apparent in 
Wales in 1851. 
It did not become of «uy 


importance in England until somelOyears 
later. During the last 20 years eight 
counties in England and threa in Wales 
have lost 10 per cent of their rural popula- 
tion—that is, the rural population in those 
counties today is 10 per cent less than it 
was 20 years ago. 
In some districts, par- 


ticularly in the southwest of the kingdom, 
the decrease in rural population is as high 
as 20 to 30 per cent. In Scotland the move- 
ment toward the towns began 60 years 
ago, and parliamentary returns show that 
the depopulation has-been much greater 
than in England and Wales, but the pre- 
cise percentage is not stated. The high- 
lands hava suffered most, but the lowlands 
have also lost heavily. The returns quoted 
aver that the formation of deer forests, 
which necessitate the dispossession and 
driving away wholesale of very many fam- 
ilies, has played no important part in the 
depopulation of the rural districts. This 
indicates that to some deeper underlying 
cause must be ascribed the great general 
exodus from the rural regions. 


The depopulation of Ireland has been 


continuous 
and 
severe 
aud general 


throughout tho country. 
It has not been 


a rural depopulation only, but a general 
emigration from both town and country. 
It began before the great famine of, 1846 
and has continued ever since. But even in 
Ireland, with this general decrease of the 
population as a whole, there has been a 
great increase in the population of many 
towns. Belfast has increased remarkably. 


There seems to exist nowadays on the 


part of many rural born persons an aver- 
sion to country life, and it would seem an 
aversion that is spreading. Reasons to'ao- 
connt for this are plentiful and will read- 
ily be conceived. 
Whether there is any 


remedy and whether a remedy is required 
are other questions.—New York Sun. 


Poet» Who Publish Their Poem,, 


The pathos DF really tear starting part 


of the copyright records relates to poetry. 
There are more books of poems in the Na- 
tional library than the most careftil and 
diligent student of American literature 
can imagine, and the sad thing about it U 
that by all odds the ereatest nnmJ*rJ)t 
cnesfl BOOKS are published by the authors 
themselves. In every other cla.ss of litera- 
ture the copyrighted publications are most- 
ly by large publishing houses, and the 
writers appear to have more or less the 
support of the reading public, but the 
poor poet, who appears ^p be the most per- 
sistent of all producers, seems to have to 
feed upon his own fancies and pay his own 
bills. Be the publishers as discriminat- 
ing as they may, the copyright Jaw has no 
favorites and permits all who produce to 
claim the right of exclusive publication, 
and in the congressional library the vol- 
umes of the poetasters stand proudly by 
the side of the works of genius. Thou- 
sands of volumes of "Poems, published by 
the author," stand upon the shelves, and 
it is a revelation how many men and wom- 
en, who would not attempt to write in 
prose, think that their wild fancies in a 
regular rhyme and stilted meter are worth 
preserving in print for posterity. 
In this 


class is found the very poorest example of 
literary effort. 
The number of produc- 


tions of truly good poetry in this country 
is, however, increasing with considerable 
rapidity.—Washington Star,

"Yen. hut what demandLwouldthern 
be for knit shirts made at $3 a dayTwnen 
you could import th m from Germany 
made by 30 cent labor? The tariff keeps 
that cheap labor out." 


"Then what will be the effect in, Am- 


sterdam if the Wilson bill lowers ,the 
tariff 25 per cent on knit goods?" 


"Our 
wages will have to go down 100 


per cent," said John. "We boys will 
have to stand the cut, or the factory will 
stop. If 50 per cent tariff gives four 
times the wages paid in Germany, why, 
a 25 per cent tariff will make our wages 
twice as much as they are in Germany, 
or about 60 cents a day. 
We boys all 


see it now."—Eli Perkins.
